THE DEATH OF THOMAS 
ASHE. 


CORONER'S INQUEST 
CONTINUED. 
—-———--é—- —- 


MR. HEALY’S SPEECH. 


For the sixth day the coroner's inguiry into 
the death of Thomas Ashe, a Sinn Fein prisoner 
who died on the 25th of September in the 
Mater Misericordiw Hospital, Dublin, after being 
removed from Mountjoy Prison, was resumed 
Fa before Dr. L. A. Byrne, City Coroner, 
at the orgue. There was, as on the previous 
deys, considerable public interest displayed in 
the proceedings, For about an hour and a half 
before the hour fixed for the sitting of the 
Coroner people began to stand in Store street. 
They were kept a distance from the door of 
the Courthouse by a strong force of police. 
The four prisoners—Stack, cMahon, Lynch, 
and Joseph McDonagh—for whose atiendance as 
witnesses the Lord Chief Justice had made an or- 
der on the previous day, were brought down from 
the prison in two taxi-cabs, and were ushered 
into the building before the spectators guessed 
who they were. The Lord Mayor occupied « 
seat on the Bench, and a large number of 
ladies were present. 

Mr. Henry Hanna, K.©. (instructed by the 
Chief Crown Solicitor) again appeared for the 
prison authorities. 

Mr. M Healy, K.C. and Mr. J. Dixon 
(instructe? by Mr. E. J. Duggan) appeared for 
the next-of-kin. 

The Lord Mayor was again called into the 
witness box and said that he had stated in his 
previous evidence that he had bad a conversa- 
tion with Ashe in the prison. Ashe pointed out 
that his bed and bedding had been taken 
from him, and that four warders had for- 
cibly taken the boots off his feet. He asked 
Ashe if he could assien any reason as to why 
that treatment had been given to him, 
and in the presence 0 Sir John 
Irwin and the Deputy-Governor and a warder 
he replied that he could assign no reason 
whatever. He peinted out that no glass was 
broken in his cell window, and that he had 
not in any wav interfered with his cell furni- 
ture. “ In fact,” said he. “vou ean see for 
yourself that the window is not broken," and 
the only piece of furniture in the room was 
a hat rack, which was not interfered with, 

To Mr. Hanna—That was on Saturday at 
about 12 o'clock, Ashe had not been making 
a complaint shout his things being taken from 
him. [ ‘nerely asked him if be could aasign 
any reason, and he said he could not. I took 
the precaution of asking the other prisoners 
the same question. 

Did vou ask the whaje of the forty prisoners? 

Mr. Healy objected, and said he was anxious 
fo obey the ruling of the Lord Chief Justice 
that the inquiry should be confined to the 
death of Ashe. 

The Lord Mayor said that he did not state 
at anv time, nor did he state now. that he 
interviewed forty prisoners. “I interviewed 
about five,” added the Lord Maror “ and 
am prepared to give vou the evidence of the 
uve lm vou wish it, which may be something 
alarming.”’ 

Mr. Healy said that there eas a minute of 
the Prisons Board, after Ashe’s statement had 
been put hefore them, which stated “—“' Warn 
the prisoner again of the necesary consequence 
f his persisting in disobeying the prison 
rules. Should he still persist in defying the 
prison rules he will be ‘dealt with im the pre- 
ecribed manner.”

Counsel quoted from Mr. Hanna's speech, as 
reported in the Irish Times:—“‘ Mr. Ashe was 
pertectly civil to Mr. Boland, but he was firm 
in aaying that he would not conform to the 
regulations. and the whole matter was under 
consideration when the hunger sirike started. 
He (Mr. Healy) would prove that the hunger 
strike was fixed for October lst, and that there 
was no thourht of a hunger strike on Septem- 
ber 20th. The whole business was precipitated 
by the illegal order of the Prisons Board to 
remove the bedding from the cells. He had 
abstained all along from asking anybody the 
question—-Who was present from the Prisous 
Board when these illegalities were carried out. 
But they had an emissary there to see that 
the Deputy Governor did not shirk the cruelty. 
They despatched one of their acolytes called 
Meicaife, and he came direet from Mr. Mar 
Green to see if the unfortunate Deputy-Gover- 
nor did what it was illegal to do. And so 
Ashe was brought to his grave by the order 
of Mr. Max Green, transmitted through Met- 
ealfe to the Deputy Governor. It was after 
these illegalities had been inflicted that the 
men reiused to take the prison food. Did 
(Mr. Healy) make the unfortunate Deputy 
Governor responsible? § Nothing of the kind 
That officiel was the slave of slaves. But he 
made Mas Green respons@e, the man who 
sent Metcalfe to Boland with orders to 
the law. “Oh, gentlemen of "the jury,” cried 
Mr ilealy, “ what hypocrisy it is in those who 
are coutinually inviting us look up in re- 
verence to British law, to obev it, and cherish 
) The men who dis- 
regard it and outrage it, blaspheme it, and 
attack it, are our hypocritical mentors who sent 
Ashe to prison, and when he asks for the pro.

The tendency of the 
rural population in Ireland to drift towards 
the large towns has long been a matter ot 
observation.’

We 
need not spend tirhe in bewailing this tendency, 
but we should set ourselves to consider whether 
we can in any way accommodate éur methode of 
work to new conditions. without impairing the 
spiritual efficiency of the Church.

The 
responsibility of the Church at large for the 
distribution of these poor parish grante is a 
serious resnonsibility. “There ought to be given 
where they age most needed in the interests of 
‘the Chureh as a whole. and I think the Com- 
| is now sitting will recommend 
| accordingly But rou may be quite sure that 
what will be considered as of paramount im. 
portance is that theee granta shall be allocated 
go as to improve, end not to hinder, the epiritaal 
efficiency of the Church. That is what we all 
digire. 

JOINT MEETING OF SYNODS. 

You are to have before you to-day @ proposal 
for altering the Staading Urders so ae to allow 
of the Synods and Councils of Kildare and 
Glendalough holding joint sessions. That was 
a matter to which Í referred last year, and 1 
need not go over the ground again in detail 
You will observe that no suggestion is made 
which will destroy the separate existence of 
each Synod or Council aa an independent body, 
or which will affect the powers of each Synod 
to elect ite own Diocesan Trustees or Diocesan 
Nominators, and so forth. And, of course, the 
Chapter of Kildare Cathedral will remain 
wholly unaffected. The object of this proposed 
change in the Standing Orders is twofold—First, 
to enable the Synods to sit together and to 
debate in common questions in which they have 
a common interest, just as the question of 
finance and education are now debated in com- 
mon by Dublin. Glendalough, and Kildare. I 
believe that the presence of our friends from 
another diocese so closely linked with thw will 
stimulate our debates and make them more 
helpful. The eecond object is to save time and 
money. It is really waste of time to debate the 
same subjecta twice over, either in Synod or 
Council. And there is a serious weste of money 
in multiplying printed reports. One report in. 
atead of two from the two Councils, one report 
about Foreign Missions, and one report about 
Temperance will normaly, I am eure, prove to 
be cuite sufficient. - But if at any time either 
in Synod or Couneil either diocese desires to 
vote separately provision ia made in the new 
Standing Orders for sectring that right. All 
thie will be explained to vou presently. I only 
indicate the general meaning and purpose of the 
proposed arrangements, | am glad to know 
that we have no gaps in our ranks as a Synod 
since last year: A good many of our members 
are absent to-day, ae they are serving theit 
country in more etrenuous waye. Our hearts 
are with them and our prayers. (Appleuse.) 

REPORT OF COUNCIL. 

The Dean moved the adoption of the report 
of the Diocesan Council, from which he thought 
they would see that the diocese was holding its 
own Having referred to various matters in 
the report, he went on to explain the steps that 
had been taken in drawing up the new stand- 
ing rules for the Erinn united meeting of 
the Syneds of Kildare and Glendalough. The 
two principles onderlying the new rules were—- 
rst, that nome of the privileges of either dio- 
cese should be infringed; and, secondly, that the 
present rules should only be changed when the 
proposed union made it necessary. 

. Rev. Canon Cole, in seconding the resolution, 
suggested that the civil and the military popu- 
lation of the diocese should be segregated. 

The report, after a brief discussion, was 
adopted, and the outgoing members of the 
Counei! were re-elected. 

SUGGESTION TO “ BURY THE HATCHET.” 

Rev. Canon Follis, in moving the adootion of 
the report of the Temperance Association, apoke 
of the decrease in drunkenness throughout the 
land. He had spent some months as a chaplain 
at the front, and he could testify to the won- 
derful effect the Y.M.C.A. canteens were hev- 
ing on the Army. They should try and apply 
that system to the country districts, as such 
centres would provide a powerful ecounter- 
attraction to the public-house, and afford that 
rational amusemont and diversion which was so 
much néeded by the agricultural Jabourer. 
They should, in his opinion, bury the hatchet. 
and give up this miserable bigotry that hed 
kept Protestants away frem their Roman 
Catholit fellow-countrymen, so that they might 
all do what they could for their native lend. 
It would be money well spent if the Govern- 
ment would in the future subsidise working- 
men's elubs conducted on the same lines as 
those of the Y.M.C.A. for the Army. It would 
be a splendid thing if they could have joint col. 
lections in the churches and cha ta defr 
the cost of those institutions.
